Dr. Alfonso Lopez, of Colomb ia, 
in a surprise resolution, moved tha t 
the council set up a com m ittee to 
study the advisab ility of such a 
special assemb ly. 
T he assemb ly would reconsider the 
Palestine partition plan approved b y 
the regular Assemb ly last Novemb er 
29. 
T he U nited S tates im m ediately de­ 
clared its opposition to this move 
and st(X)d firm ly on a recom m enda­ 
tion m ade earlier in the day tha t 
the b ig five powers comb ine in a 
sw ift diplom atic move for peace in 
Palestine. 
Dr. Lopez proposed tha t: 
1. The council ask the five great 
powers to consult on joint action to 
m eet any thre a t to the peace aris­ 
ing from enforcem ent of the As­ 
sem b ly’s Novemb er 29 resolution for 
dividing the Holy L and into Jew ish 
and Arab countrie.s. 
2. T he council appoint a com m it­ 
tee of five council m em b ers to exa­ 
m ine the advi.sab ility of recuesting 
an extraordinary session of the a s­ 
semb ly for reconsidering the pa rti­ 
tion resolution. 
3. T he council ask B ritain to post­ 
pone the date for term inating its 
m andate until July 15, 1948, and to

The B ritish have served notice 
they will term inate the Palestine 
m andate on M ay 15, and will com ­ 
plete the evacuation of troops from 
Palestine b y August 1. 


The Colomb ian move took the 
delegates b y surprise.

As Next Governor 


Jones Is Whipped 
By Huey' s Brother 


NEW ORLEANS, Feb . 24 m — 
Louisiana voters called Huey Long’s 
b rother Earl b ack today to b e gov­ 
ernor of Ijouisiana again, after eight 
years of political eclipse. 
They gave him a walloping victory 
in 
a 
Dem ocratic 
runoff 
prim ary 
election over Sam Hoii.ston Jones, 
the m an who b eat him for the 
office in 1940. 
W ith 740 of the sta te ’s 1,878 pre­ 
cincts counted, Long had 167,569, 
votes 
and 
Jones 
97,634. 
Every 
tab ulation showed Long’s m argin to 
b e growing. T he Demcxiratic no­ 
m inee is assured election in Loui­ 
siana. 
It wa.s a triu m phan t comeb ack 
for E arl personally and the Long 
fam ily 
m 
general, 
in 
the 
state 
which Huey ruled as dictator. 
Huey’s widow and two sons, R us­ 
sell and Palm er, supported E arl in 
his cam paign. Russell, who resem ­ 
b les his late father in appearance 
and m annerism , spoke at m ost of 
E^arl’s rallies. 
Louisianians expect Russell him ­ 
self to b e a candidate for high of­ 
fice not tCKi far hence. H e’s just 
undefr 30 years old. 
Tliis was Earl Long’s only sta te ­ 
wide victory except for 1936, when 
he was elected lieutenant governor. 
He b ecame governor in 1939 when 
R ichard 
W. 
Leche 
resigned 
the 
post in the m idst of the “Louisiana 
scandals.” 
Leche and several other politi­ 
cal leaders w ent to prison for vari­ 
ous misuses of 
state 
funds and 
property. 
Earl 
Ltmg 
was 
never 
charged w ith any offense. He stres­ 
sed this fact in his latest cam paign. 
Long’s political fortunes had sunk 
so low in 1944 tha t he couldn’t 
even get him self on the head of a 
ticket. He ran for lieutenant gov­ 
ernor, and lost. 
Huey Long was chosen governor 
alm ast 20 years ago to the day. 
Elected U nited S tates senator in 
1930, he continued personal control 
of Louisiana until his death from 
a b ullet in 1935. His political heirs 
stayed in power until Jones’ vic­ 
tory in 1940. 
Jones and Earl Long staged a 
b itter cam paign. Each accuscKl the 
other of Irregularities in income. 
Each promised a veterans’ b onus, 
b enefits for the aged and ailing, 
b etter roads and schools. 


Nationwide Elections

These officials are prepared to 
argue, however, tha t if the Secur­ 
ity Council declares international 
peace is b roken or threaten ed b y 
Holy 
Land 
upheavals, then this 
country already Is ob ligated to do 
its part in m eeting the thre a t or 
restoring order. 


Wa rren Ra ises Questio ns 


T he ob ligation, these officials con­ 
tend, arises from the fact tha t the 
United S tates is a m em b er of the 
U nited Nations, and under the U ni­ 
ted N ations C harter has a respon­ 
sib ility for restoring international 
peace w herever it m ay b e upset. 
Today’s declaration to the Secur­ 
ity Council b y American Chief Dele­ 
g a i W arren Austin raised alm ost 
more questions than it answered. 
Aside from the m atter of Am erican 
forces, these include: 
Will Am erican oil production In 
the M iddle E ast b e upset b y A rab 
resentm ent? 
May llnssian trooiis. as w-ell as 
.American and others, b e employed 
in Palestine and perhaps gain a 
foothold 
in the strategic 
Middle 
East? 
W'ffl the U nited N ations set a 
precedent in dealing with Palestine 
which will encourage it to use arm ed 
forces more generally in the future?

“is the result of any agreem ent 
am ong the stcx'l com panies in vio­ 
lation of the a n ti-tru st laws.”

Flood Control Moves 
Nearer Realization 


Flood control tor Cumberland and Ridgeley moved 
»•arer realization today—nearer than it Jjas since 
It was first talked about more than twenty years ago 
—when the Appropriation committee of the House of 
Ecpresentativcs put its stamp of approval on a fund 
of $500,000 for the financing of the first unit of the 
undertaking. 
At the same time, the same committee 
Included in the Omnibus Flood Control bill an appro- 
jniatlon of $400,000 for the furtherance of the Savage 
Rirer Dam project. 
These appropriations were secured through the 
dogged persistence of Rep. J. Glenn Beall, who had 
worked imtlrlngly before the sub-committee of the 
House money group to have these amounts included 
in the measure after President Truman had approved 
h is budget director’s recommendation which did not 
Include them. 
Of course, the House mu.st pass on the recom­ 
mended appropriations when the bill is placed before 
It, the latter part of this week, but this procedure is 
now considered a mere formality. 
Then the Senate 
must give Its approval before the bill Is sent to the 
White House for the President’s signature. 
But all 
this now seems a foregone conclusion so the two 
appropriations to provide ways and means of con­ 
trolling the flow of water during emergencies are 
real possibilities. 
It has been estimated that the flood control pro­ 
ject will cost in the neighborhood of $12,000,000. 
The 
federal government will, now that the finst appropria­ 
tion from that source i.s in sight, provide 80 per cent 
of the cost, with Cumberland and Allegany county 
making up the difference, or 20 i>er cent. 
Toward 
this end, the city and county have the authority to 
Issue bonds in the sums of $1,500,000 and $1,000,000. 
respectively. 
Tlie federal government will be ex­ 
pected to appropriate $9,600,000 of the estimated 
$12,000.000 over the time it will require to complete 
the work. 
The $400,000 appropriated for the Savage River 
Dam will permit resumption of work on this project 
started in 1938, only to be brought to a halt by the 
war in 1942. 
The sum, together with a balance of 
$200,000 in the account of the Upper Potomac Com­ 
mission, will be sufficient to carry this work through 
the next construction season, should that amount be 
necessary to carry out plans of the engineers. It is 
estimated that it will require an expenditure of $1,000,- 
000 more to complete the dam. This, it is reasonably 
certain, will be forthcoming from the federal govern­ 
ment as the work progresses through the various fis­ 
cal years. 
» 
The projects will serve two purposes—that of 
eliminatliig fears of destructive high water, and pro­ 
viding employment for hundreds. 
The latter could 
verj^ well become a cushion against unemployment 
should a recession be experienced. 
For all this, the people of our community, as weU 
as those throughout Allegany county, and our neigh­ 
bors across the Potomac River in West Virginia, share 
a feeling of deep gratitude toward Rep. Beall for his 
untiring efforts in making the undertaking and re­ 
sumption of these projects possible. 


President Truman Is 
Following An Old Line 
If Harry Truman had been handling furniture 
rather than politics the night he addressed the Jack­ 
son-Jefferson Day dinner, we would call his effort a 
nice old antique—the Empire Period, about 1340, for 
example. 
Mr. Truman talked just as Democratic orators and 
Democratic historians have been talking for a century. 
We can remember how Claude Bowers used to do it. 
Alexander Hamilton is the horrible example of the 
early “reactionary.” 
Just for something to knock 
down, he represents the wicked Republicans. 
In 
sharp contrast are the “progressive liberals,” Jefferson 
and Jackson, who represent the eternal virtues of the 
Democracy. 
It isn’t a bad line. 
The Republicans have heard 
It so often that they don’t mind. 
It revives Demo- 
cratic hopes in years of defeat and makes them feel 
warm and comfortable in years of victory. 
It is true that Mr. Truman had nothing to say 
about New’ York’s Twenty-fourth Congressional Dis­ 
trict or the exasperation of the South at his ten 
point civil rights program. But why bring In matters 
like that on an otherwise lightsome occasion? 
We have a sneaking liking for some Democrats 
—and Harry Truman is one of them. 
There was a 
period after his smashing defeat in November, 1946, 
when he seemed to abandon political aspirations for 
a while. 
He follow'ed his own instincts and didn’t 
play politics as obviously and persistently as he has 
been doing in recent months. 
And in thase days 
there w’as no Henry Wallace to keep pushing him 
around. 
TTiat was the brightest and undoubtedly the most 
successful period in Truman’s history. 
Now that he 
Is playing politics again he gets himself into jams all 
the time. 
But the Jefferson Day dinner speech won’t 
cause him any trouble. 
It would have been in fashion 
for a Democratic oration at any time for the past 
century and a quarter.

When the Anti-Saloon League of America changed 
name to the National Temperance League of 
America, most new’spapers noted this briefly on an 
in.ide page and were through. 
Thus closes an In­ 
credible chapter that wrote two amendments into 
th 
Constitution—the Eighteenth, decreeing national 
prjhibition, which w’ent into effect January 16, 1920; 
t t 
Twenty-first, declaring, “Tlie eighteenth article 
of amendment to the Constitution of the United 
Sta'e^ 
hereby repealed,“ which went into effect 
Df tinber 5, 1933, having been adopted by 36 of the 
4E '•taie;*,. 
For decades the Anti-Saloon League had wielded 
Influence over both political parties. 
But th at record 
of summary reversal—without parallel In our con­ 
stitutional history—together with the reign of dis­ 
order, wholesale lawbreaklng and growing contempt 
for all law which precipitated this action, made its 
ver>* name a blight. 
As the Temperance League, it 
may yet .serve usefully in the cause of local option 
for those cities and countie.s which feel that wuiy.

W hen an Rh negative m otlier car- 
rie.? an Rli pasitive child, the blood 
elements from the infant enter the 
m aternal circulation where reac­ 
tionary 
antibodies

produced. 
These sensitized substances return 
to the child through the placenta, 
where they have a deleterious effect 
on the Imby’s blood cells. 
This in 
tu rn m ay induce miscarriage or cre­ 
ate anem ia erj'throblastosis, or vari­ 
ous hemorrhagic tendencies in the 
child. 
Prom 80 to 
85 per 
cent ôf the 
population are R h positive and the 
rem ainder are negative. 
The few 
pregnant women who learn th at they 
are negative are likely to shudder 
in

ments; Fear Russians Will Retaliate By Revealing British Appeasement

have been putting so much back­ 
stage pressure on the State D epart­ 
m ent tliat they have Just about 
suppressed 
the secret 
documents

peace overtures in 1943. 
The State D epartm ent was get­ 
ting ready to publish these captured 
Nazi papers, showing how the Rus­ 
sians and the Germans had staged 
I)cacc talks during the crucial sum ­ 
mer of 1943 because the U. S. A. 
and G reat Britain delayed starting 
a second front. However, the British 
and French foreign offices d o n t 
want t h ^ papers to see the light 
of day. 
There is a good reason for this 
censorship. 


Chainberlaln’s War Profits 
Finally, it dawned on W ashing­ 
ton th at no less a per.son riian 
Prime M inister Cham berlain him ­ 
self had Investments in G eanan 
arm am ent. His Imperial Chemical 
Industries owned a good b ock of 
stock in Dynainit A^tien Oessell- 
schaft and In the giant 1. G. Far- 
ben ludustrie. 
It was not until March 18, 1939, 
one day after Hitler swallovMd the 
remaining part of Czechoslovakia 
and six montlis before Hiller in­ 
vaded Poland, th at British leaders 
finally got wise to German tactics 
and finally dropped appeasement. 


For it’s known that the Rus­ 
sians have a series of documents 
which, if published, will make 
the British look just about as 
sick as the Russians.

Chamberlain, the old Cliveden set, 
and Hitler, in which the British 
tried to persuade H itler to go to 
war against Russia. The Germans,

people 
in 
the 
world, took careful notes on these 
conversations, and at least part of 
these records were captured by the 
Red Army when they took Berliru 


These are the records the Rus­ 
sians now liave and which are keep­ 
ing the present British g o v e r n m e n t

Adolph Hitler, a 
house painter but a student of 
human nature, looked at Neville 
Chamberlain, the aristocrat, he 
knew that whatever he.

Move To Bring Russia And 


U. S, Together Long Overdue

For few Americans outside of the 
late Fianklin Roosevelt and top- 
bracket U. S. diplomats ever dream ­ 
ed how far the British went in ap­ 
peasing Hitler in 1938-1939. 'That 
was the era when Lord and Lady 
Astor, Lord Lothian (later am bas­ 
sador to W ashington), Lord Lon­ 
donderry (educated among the G er­ 
m an 
junkers), 
Geoffrey 
Dawson 
(editor of the London Times), Lord 
Runcim an and Sir Samuel Hoare 
were the most powerful backstage 
figures in England. 
Lord Lothian made frequent trips 
to Germany for personal interviews 
with Hitler, w'hile Lord Runciman, 
on a special mission to Czechoslova­ 
kia, was quite candid in encouraging 
the idea th at Hitler should take 
over the Sudetenland. 
Roosevelt Got Mad 
At one time British double-cross­ 
ing b(‘came so. flagrant th at Roose 
velt sent an ultimatum to Prime 
M inister Chamberlain, warning th at 
if it continued, G reat Britain, as far 
as the United States was concerned, 
çould operate on her own. 


What aroused Roosevelt was 
knowledge that British banks 
were actually lending money to 
Germany for rearmament 
in 
the spring of 1939—just a few 
months before H*tler’s army in­ 
vaded Poland. Also it was learn- 
ed that the federation of Brit­ 
ish industries was negotiating a 
secret pact with Germany, in 
violation of the Anglu-Ainencaii 
trade agreement.

Waliace A Real Threat 
’Diis district in New York'.s upper 
East Side was, ot course, one of the 
mast favorable in the United títa to 
to tlie Wallace hopes. It would be a 
inlslukc to over-empha.slze it. But 
that Wallace is a real threat, a.s I 
have contcndt*d since he announced, 
is now demonstrat(*d. 
In 1946, the Democratic candidate 
from this district won by a vote ot 
39,316 to 16,931 over his Republican 
opponent. In 1944, when Roosevelt 
hcadtxl the ticket, the I>emocrat for 
Congras.s won by 102,684 tt> 18,461. 
In 1942, the vote was 117,198 to 
86,506. 
Last 
Tuesday, 
the 
Democratic 
candidate got only 12,578 votes; the 
Republican candidate only 
1,482; 
and the Wallace American Labor 
Party candidate (wiio did not even 
live in the district) got 22,697. This 
w as in the stronghold of Boss Plynn 
of the Bronx, former Democratic 
National Chalnoan, and both Mrs. 
Franklin D. Roosevelt and Mayor

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Flood Control Moves 
Nearer Realization 
Flood control for Cumberland and Ridgeley moved 
•oarer realization today—nearer than it has since 
It was first talked about more than twenty years ago 
—when the Appropriation committee of the House of 
Representatives put Its stamp of approval on a fund 
of $500,000 for the financing of the first unit of the 
undertaking. 
At the same time, the same committee 
Included in the Omnibus Flood Control bill an appro­ 
priation of $400,000 for the furtherance of the Savage 
Rmx Dam project 
These appropriations were secured through the 
dopred persistence of Rep. J. Glenn Beall, who had 
worked untiringly before the sub-committee of the 
House money group to have these amounts Included 
in the measure after President Truman had approved 
his budget director’s recommendation which did not 
Include them. 
Of course, the House must pass on the recom­ 
mended appropriations when the bill is placed before 
It. the latter part of this week, but this procedure is 
cow considered a mere formality. 
Then the Senate 
must give Its approval before the bill Is sent to the 
White House for the President’s signature. 
But all 
this now seems a foregone conclusion so the two 
appropriations to provide ways and means of con­ 
trolling the flow of water during emergencies are 
real possibilities. 
It has been estimated that the flood control pro­ 
ject will cost in the neighborhood of $12,000,000. 
The 
federal government will, now that the first appropria­ 
tion from that source is in sight, provide 80 per cent 
of the cost, with Cumberland and Allegany county 
making up the difference, or 20 per cent. 
Toward 
this end, the city and county have the authority to 
Ism bonds In the sums of $1,500,000 and $1,000,000, 
respectively 
The federal government will be ex­ 
pected to appropriate $9,800,000 of the estimated 
$12 OOO OOO over the time it will require to complete 
the work. 
T h e $400,000 appropriated for the Savage River 
Dam will permit resumption of work on this project 
started in 1938. only to be brought to a halt by the 
war in 1942. The sum. together with a balance of 
$230,000 in the account of the Upper Potomac Com­ 
mission. will be sufficient to carry this work through 
the next construction season, should that amount be 
necessary to carry out plans of the engineers. It is 
estimated that it will require an expenditure of $1,000.- 
•00 more to complete the dam 
This, it Is reasonably 
certain, will be forthcoming from the federal govern­ 
ment as the work progresses through the various fis­ 
cal yeArs 
* 
The projects will serve two purposes—that of 
eliminating fears of destructive high abater, and pro­ 
viding employment for hundreds 
The latter could 
very well become a cushion against unemployment 
should a recession be experienced. 
For all this, the people of our community, as well 
as those throughout Allegany county, and our neigh­ 
bors across the Potomac River in West Virginia, share 
a feeling of deep gratitude toward Rep.

President Truman Is 
Following An Old Line 
If Harry Truman had been handling furniture 
rather than politics the night he addressed the Jack- 
aor.-Jefferson Day dinner, we would call his effort a 
rice old antique—the Empire Period, about 1340, for 
example. 
Mr. Truman talked Just as Democratic orators and 
Democratic historians have been talking for a century. 
W e can remember how Claude Bowers used to do it. 
Alexander Hamilton is the horrible example of the 
early -reactionary.” 
Just for something to knock 
down, he represents the wicked Republicans. 
In 
sharp contrast are the “progressive liberals,” Jefferson 
and Jackson, who represent the eternal virtues of the 
Democracy. 
It isnt a bad line. 
The Republicans have heard 
!t so often that they don’t mind. 
It revives Demo­ 
cratic hopes in shears of defeat and makes them feel 
warm and comfortable in years of victory. 
It Is true that Mr, Truman had nothing to say 
about New York’s Twenty-fourth Congressional Dis­ 
trict or the exasperation of the South at his ten 
pc int civil rights program. But why bring in matters 
like that on an otherwise lightsome occasion?

order wholesale lawbreaking and growing contempt 
foe a1! law which precipitated this action, made its 
very name a blight. 
As the Temperance League, it 
may yet serve usefully in the cause of local option 
for those cities and counties which feel that way.

The Rh factor is important iii 
pregnancy and many institutions 
are now making tills blood test 
routinely on all expectant mothers. 
, 
O n ly t h e o ff* 
spring ol a com­ 
bination 
of 
Rh 
positive and neg­ 
ative parents are 
bothered. 
Tile 
reaction 
that 
occurs 
is 
somewhat similar 
to th at which de- 
j velops w h e n 
a 
transfusion of Rh 
Dr. Van Dellen positive blood is 
given to an Rh negative individual. 
Nothing seems to happen after the 
first pint ol blood but the recipient 
takes a chance if a second is ad­ 
ministered because in the interim, 
a sensitivity to the positive factors 
lias developed. 
• — • — • 
When an Rh negative motlier car­ 
ries an Rh positive child, the blood 
elements from the infant enter the 
m aternal circulation w'here reac­ 
tionary 
antibodies 
are 
produced. 
These sensitized substances return 
to the child through the placenta, 
where they have a deleterious effect 
on the baby 's blood cells. 
This in 
turn may induce miscarriage or cre­ 
ate anemia erythroblastosis, or vari­ 
ous hemorrhagic tendencies in the 
child. 
From 80 to 85 per cent bf the 
population are Rh positive and the 
rem ainder are negative. 
Tile few 
pregnant women who learn th at they 
are negative are likely to shudder 
in 
their 
boots. 
Since 
many of 
them can have one 
child 
safely, 
they fear 
additional 
pregnancies 
because they have been told of all 
the possible 
complications. 
But 
statistics show th at the possibility 
Is not as great as we have been led 
to believe. Many Rh negative wom­ 
en liavc had several children with­ 
out mishap. 
In other words, there are num er­ 
ous exceptions to the rule. 
More­ 
over. it is not the mother th at suf­ 
fers but the progeny, and even here 
Die outcome is not hopeless. If the 
child is bom alive and a complica­ 
tion along this line is obvious, trans­ 
fusions of negative blood often save 
life. In some instances, all the sen­ 
sitized vital fluid is removed and re­ 
placed quickly by a normal supply. 
If either procedure Is followed, the 
crisis is lifted and the tot lias a 
normal existence thereafter. 
By 
knowing 
ahead of Utile tliat 
the 
mother is Rh negative and the 
father positive, preparatians can 
be made in advance to forestall 
delay should an emergency appear. 


Recently, the University of Iowa 
reported statistics from April 1946 to 
May 1947, during which interval 941 
pregnant women were typed. 
Of 
the 140 in the series who were Rh 
negaUve, three had miscarriages, a 
figure not entirely out of line nor 
blamable on the blood. The records 
were incomplete with 13 and conse­ 
quently they were not counted. Tile 
remaining 88 had children and. of 
these, two died from disturbances 
traceable to the Rh factor; two were 
bom with the same type of trouble 
but survived. 
There 
were 
other 
deaths but ic each case other causes 
were found. Among the women in 
the group, 57 had borne more than 
one child; out of a grand total of 
208 offspring, only five had compli­ 
cations attributable to the blood.

British Put Pressure on State Department To Suppress Captured Nazi Dour 


ments; Fear Russians Witt Retaliate By Revealing British Appeasement

WASHINGTON, 
Feb. 
24—The 
French 
and 
British governments 
have been putting so much back­ 
stage pressure on the State Depart­ 
ment th at they liave just about 
suppressed 
the secret documents 
pertaining 
to 
Russian-German 
peace overtures in 1943. 
The State Department was get­ 
ting ready to publish these captured 
Nazi papers, showing how the Rus­ 
sians and the Germans had staged 
peace talks during the crucial sum­ 
mer of 1943 because the U. S. A. 
and G reat Britain delayed starting 
a second front. However, the British 
and French foreign offices don % 
want these papers to see the light 
of day. 
There is a good reason for this 
censorship. 


Chamberlain’s War Profits 
Finally, it dawned on Washing­ 
ton th at no less a person 'hail 
Prime Minister Chamberlain him­ 
self had investments in German 
armament. His Imperial Chemical 
Industries owned a good b ock of 
stock in Dynamit Agt ten Oessell- 
schaft and in the giant I. G. Far- 
ben Iud us trie. 
It was not until March 16. 1939, 
one day after Hitler swallowed the 
remaining part of Czechoslovakia 
and six months belorc Hitler in­ 
vaded Poland, that Bluish bailers 
finally got wise to German tactics 
end finally dropped appeasement. 


For its known that the Rus­ 
sians have a series of documents 
which, if published, will make 
the British look just about as 
sick as the Russians. 


All during the preceding per­ 
iod. British leaders not only 
were trying^ to persuade Ger­ 
many to wage war on Russia 
but 
actually 
were 
supplying 
arms and money under the table 
to build up Hitler’s military 
machine. 


on iii direct contradiction to Roose­ 
velt's advice and in direct contra­ 
diction of human nature. 
Hitler knew, and all his Nazi ad­ 
visers knew, th a t the British em­ 
pire had followed a policy of vacil­ 
lating 
ineffectuality 
ever 
since 
World War I. 
As Hitler talked to Chamberlain 
at Berchtesgarden, there must have 
I lashed through his mind the Brit­ 
ish fleet in the Mediterranean doing 
nothing about the Abyssinian war 
in 
1935, Anglo-French failure to 
I.ice* the issues in Spain in 1937, 
British relusal to back tile Flench 
when Hitler invaded the Rhine in 
1936. 


W hat the Russians have is the 
records of secret conversations be­ 
tween 
British 
Premier 
Neville 
Chamberlain, the old Cliveden set, 
and Hitler, in which the British 
tried to persuade Hitler to go to 
war against Russia. The Germans, 
most 
methodical 
people 
in 
the 
world, took careful notes on these 
conversations, and at least part of 
these records were captured by the 
Red Army when they took Berlin. 


Tiiese are the records tile Rus­ 
sians now have and which arc keep­ 
ing the present British government 
in such a state of nervousness. 
Tragic thing about British ap­ 
peasement was that it was carried 


So when Adolph Hitler, a 
house painter but a student of 
human nature, looked at Neville 
Chamberlain, the aristocrat, he 
knew that whatever he. Hitler, 
demanded, his British guest and 
the nation he represented would 
surrender. 


Note—Many 
observers 
consider 
today's Forrestal-Dulles policy of 
rebuilding Germany exactly parallel 
to the Cliveden policy of building 
up Germany in 1938. 


If the full documents are pub­ 
lished tliey will probably show 
the British ap in much worse 
appearing light than the Amer­ 
ican public ever realised.

Move To Bring Russia And 


U. S. Together Long Overdue

For few Americans outside of the 
late Franklin Roosevelt and top- 
bracket U. S. diplomats ever dream ­ 
ed how far the British went in ap­ 
peasing Hitler in 1938-1939. That 
was the era when Lord and Lady 
Astor, Lord Lothian ( later ambas­ 
sador to Washington), Lord Lon­ 
donderry (educated among the G er­ 
man 
Junkers), Geoffrey 
Daw son 
(editor of the London Times), Lord 
Runciman and 8ir Samuel Hoare 
were the most powerful backstage 
figures in England. 
Lord Lothian made irequent trips 
to Germany for personal interviews 
with Hitler, while Lord Runciman, 
on a special mission to Czechoslova­ 
kia, was quite candid in encouraging 
the idea that Hitler should take 
over the Sudetenland. 
Roosevelt Got Mad 
At one time British double-crash­ 
ing became s a flagrant th at Room*. 
velt sent an ultimatum to Prime 
Minister Chamberlain, warning th at 
if it conUnued, Great Britain, as far 
as the United States was concerned, 
Qould operate on her own. 


What aroused Roosevelt wan 
knowledge that British banks 
were actually lending money to 
Germany for rearmament 
in 
the spring of 1939—just a few 
months before Hitler's army in­ 
vaded Poland. Also it was learn­ 
ed that the federation of Brit­ 
ish industries was negotiating a 
secret pact with Germany, in 
violation of the Anglo- America it 
trade agreement. 


WASHINGTON. Feb. 24 — Softie 
move to bring the United Stales 
Hiid llu .slat together Is long overdue. 
Ii is often talked about in influen­ 
tial circles but don’t seem to ma­ 
terialize. 
The idea tliat Russia is happy 
with the present drift of events is 
as prepo.sterous as the assumption 
th at the United States enjoys the 
expenditure of $11,000,000,000 a year 
on arm ament to say nothing of an­ 
other five to six billions on inter­ 
national aid designed to keep com­ 
munism lrom spreading. 
In an economic war of exhaustion 
Russia cannot succeed. Tile western 
democracies have more resources 
and more ingenuity. The risk rather 
is on the Russian side where the 
huge responsibility and cost of sub­ 
jugating the Balkans and keeping 
her own people obedient to the 
police state is a venture of extra­ 
ordinary hazards. 
Hitler was able to police Germany 
because he dealt with a well-dis­ 
ciplined country but nevertheless 
documents reveal that there were 
plots going on all the time. It may 
be assumed thai the rulers of pre­ 
sent-day Russia wear their crowns 
somewhat uneasily, too. 


has not diminished since the ending 
of the war. 
Russia gave evidence of trying to 
harass and annoy America so that 
the United Slates would go isola­ 
tionist and pull out of Europe. T hat 
sort of tactics has failed. It be­ 
comes opportune for Russia now to 
find a way of living with the United 
States in Europe. 


Many Gesture* of Friendliness 


Following the 1938 Munich con­ 
ference, 
Roosevelt 
instructed 
his 
ambassador to London, Joe Ken­ 
nedy, 
to 
advise 
Prime 
Minister 
Chamberlain that the only thing 
Hitler understood was hard-boiled 
tactics and that Britain should call 
an abrupt halt to appeasement. 
But. while Roosevelt was mapping 
out a tough program against Hiller, 
word leaked back to tile S ta te De­ 
partm ent that tile British were still 
continuing appeasement tact cs. 


W hat makes a movement toward 
an understanding possible Is that 
neither nation really wants war— 
tile Russians even less than Amer­ 
ica. Any nation which has lost lit­ 
erally millions ol persons and still 
has many more millions on the in­ 
jured list cannot look forward to 
war with any enthusiasm, On the 
contrary. Hie prospect of a war can 
produce internal trouble in Russia.

America has made many a gesture 
of friendliness but can afford to 
make more.

So far as resources and 
modern plant is concerned in this 
age of mechanization, Russia is 
weak. 
Tile United States could send a 
mission to Russia and try* again to 
find a basis for understanding. Such 
a mission might consist wholly of 
nondiplomatic 
persons. 
It 
might 
include leading citizens of America 
—business men. educators, repre­ 
sentatives of the legislative branch 
of the government. Such a mission 
could .seek an overall understanding 
and bring back, if possible, a com­ 
prehensive program of economic as 
well its cultural cooperation. 
Tile time is ripe for such a move. 
Recently feelers were reported to

Belief Wallace W ill Pull Out 


O f Race Seems Wishful Thinking

Tilt* smashing Wallace victory in 
the 24th New York Congressional 
election wan the uninvited guest ut 
the Jeffrmon-Jtu ksoii dinners lust 
week. The business of pooh-poohing 
Wallace has gone into low gear. 
In his first test, the Wallace can­ 
didate for Congress not only sur­ 
prised his own party, but all parties. 
He was elected. As against the pre­ 
vious election in 1946, the Demo­ 
cratic strength went down from 
44 to 31%, and the American Labor 
Party strength went up from 27 
to 56*!. 
But the Republican strength prac­ 
tically disappeared. It went down 
from 19 to 3.6%. Tills indicates that 
Wallace will pull Republican as well 
as Democratic votes, although the 
overall effect of his candidacy will 
hurt Truman more than his Re­ 
publican opponent. 
Wallace A Real Threat 
This district in New York's upper 
East Side was, of course, one of the 
mast favorable in the United States 
to the Wallace holies. It would be a 
mistake to over-emptiaaize it. But 
that Wallace is a real threat, as I 
have contended since he announced, 
is now demonstrated. 
In 1946, the Democratic candidate 
from this district won by a vote of 
39.316 to 16,931 over his Republican 
opponent. In 1944, when Roosevelt 
headed the ticket, the Democrat for 
Congress won by 102.684 to 18,461. 
In 1942, the vote was 117,198 to 
86.506. 
Last 
Tuesday, 
the 
Democratic 
candidate got only 12,578 votes; the 
Republican candidate only 1,482; 
and the Wallace American Labor 
Party candidate 'who did not even 
live in the district) got 22.697. This 
w as in the stronghold of Boss Flynn 
of the Bronx, former Democratic 
National Chairman, and both Mrs. 
Franklin D. Roosevelt and Mayor 


O'Dwyer of New York, campaigned 
fur the defeated Democrat. 
A* far aa this district Is concern­ 
ed, it I a plain th at Mr. Truman » 
annual 
man age 
bi Congress 
ta 
which lit* swung far to the U lt .a rn 
an apparent design to head off Hie 
Wallace revolt, has proven to be a 
dud. 
The drop-off in both the Demo­ 
cratic and Republican vote inch­ 
oates much dissatisfaction in both 
these parties with the “non-part:- 
/ san foreign policy” which has, up 
to now, practically suppressed criti­ 
cism of the conduct of foreign af­ 
fairs. 
Dom estic And Foreign Policies 
In time of war, a united front on 
foreign policy is instinctive with the 
American people. But to claim now, 
almast three years after VE Day, 
tliat while it is permissible to divide 
on domestic policies, we must hush- 
up all discussion of foreign policy, 
is highly unrealistic, as certain GOP 
candidates 
may 
find 
to 
their 
chagrin. You can’t partition off 
domestic from foreign policy when 
there 
no war on. The two are 
inter-lwmed in a thousand ways. 
When foreign policy helps to empty 
fuel oil tanks in biting cold. and 
raises the price of bread at the cor­ 
ner grocery, it is nonsense to assert 
that foreign policy is not a proper 
subject for debate. 
Many have “confidently asserted" 
that Wallace will pull out of the 
race before November in favor of 
Truman. But after his smashing 
victory in the 24th New* York dis­ 
trict, this seems wishful thinking to 
me. Mr. T rum ans chance of elec­ 
tion. is on the down-grade. Never­ 
theless, he is to be congratulated rn 
backing away from the Roosevelt 
appeasement policy to Russia, and 
in driving out from government of­ 
fices those whose Inner loyalty is to 
a foreign power.

For Flood Work 


Savaae Dam Money 
Also Recommended 


The House Appropriations Com­ 
mittee yesterday recommended that 
$500,000 In federal funds be spent 
on the Cumberland-Ridgeley flood 
control project and $400,000 for re­ 
sumption of work on the Savage 
River dam. 
Work on the two projects would 
begin July I. if C o n g a s and Presi­ 
dent Truman approve the bill. 
Tile allocations are part of the 
Omnibus Flood Control Bill which 
I* ex fleeted to reach Hie House floor 
tomorrow or Friday. Action I* ex­ 
pected within 30 days, according to 
Rep. J. Glenn Beall. 
Altogether, 
the 
measure 
asks 
$538,600,300 for flood control and 
navigation project* in the United 
States. 
Total estimated cost of the Cum­ 
berland-Ridgeley project is $11,280,- 
000. 
Army engineers said it will consist 
of channel improvements on Wills 
Creek and the North Branch of the 
Potomac 
River; 
construction 
of 
levees, drainage facilities and pump­ 
ing stations; removal of the exist­ 
ing Chesapeake and Ohio canal 
dam. and construction of a new in­ 
dustrial dam on the North Branch 
above the mouth of Wills Creek 
A spokesman at the Army District 
Engineers' office in Washington said 
the engineers will be ready to ask 
bids in July, if the project receives 
final approval. 
First phase of the work will deal 
W’ith new’ storm sewers and pres­ 
sure conduits in Cumberland to re 
duce the danger of flash floods. The 
second phase will provide sewer 
changes and pressure conduits for 
Ridgeley. 
The state Legislature recently ap­ 
proved a county bond Issue of $1,- 
000,000 and a $700,000 issue for the 
city, which already had authority 
for an $800,000 issue, making a total 
of $2,500,000 available for the pro­ 
ject. 
Army engineers told the House 
committee that Cumberland can 
meet a requirement of local co-op­ 
eration with a contribution of $2,- 
310.000. Cumberland is underwriting 
part of Ridgeley’s share. 
Tile Savage River dam was start­ 
ed in 1938 as a Works Progress Ad­ 
ministration project. It is about 65 
per cent completed. To date, $4,000,- 
000 has been spent on the project. 
$3,000,000 by the federal government 
and $1,000,000 by the county. 
In addition to the $400,000 to be 
provided in federal funds, the Upper 
Potomac River Commission will con­ 
tribute $200,000 in local funds for 
the work.
